MR. PAYNE’S PLAN 


N THE BLoop-HorsE for January 31, 1931 (page 

175), we published a suggestion which came to us 
from Walter S. Payne, master of Mapleton Farm, 
Lexington, that a fund be created by payment on 
foals at the time of registration and that the Jockey 
Club be requested to assume custody and adminis- 
tration of the fund. We quoted Mr. Payne: 

“It is my idea that we breeders should pay into The 
Jockey Club at registration time a sum equivalent to $25 for 
each foal; of this $5 being the usual fee for registration, and 
$20 to go into an elimination fund. I think the Jockey Club 
is the proper agency to administer such a fund and I think 
it could do it well to the benefit of all concerned. 

“The details for administration would, of course, be left 
to The Jockey Club, but I think it would be understood at the 
outset that the persons designated by The Jockey Club to 
attend the sales and buy the horses to be banished would 
have their expenses paid from the fund, even if they would 
require nothing for their services, as was, I understand, the 
case in operation of previous similar funds.” 

THE BLOoD-HoRSE, on behalf of Mr. Payne and 
other breeders, asked that his suggestion be given 
consideration by The Jockey Club and expressed a 
desire to hear from readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
concerning the place and date for a meeting of 
breeders, which so many of them appeared to favor. 

After two years we find discussion of Mr. Payne’s 
suggestion among breeders in Lexington, one of 
whom, Tom B. Young, has taken the trouble to ad- 
dress THE BLOOD-HORSE on the subject. Under date 
of January 26, he says: 

“T heard of a plan of elimination of Thoroughbreds that 
had more substance to it than any I know of. 

“Let each breeder pay $15 to register a foal. This extra 
$10 to be kept by The Jockey Club in a special fund. This, 
to begin with, would cut the number of weanlings registered. 

“Allowing for shrinkage in number of foals registered, The 
Jockey would have, say, $35,000. Let them buy, not old 
mares, geldings or colts, or studs, but buy all fillies, young 
or middle-aged mares that do not bring, say, $150 at auction, 
or even $200. They could resell these females at the stock- 
yards and let this money revert to the fund, i.e., money ob- 
tained for females sold without pedigree. 

“I consider this a sensible, equitable plan for corrective 
elimination.” 

No member of The Jockey Club has ever shown 
enough interest in Mr. Payne’s suggestion to cause 
him to write THE BLOoD-HoRSE about it. We now 
have the thought that, if it has taken two years to 
arrive at discussion of it in Lexington, the law 
of supply and demand will very likely have asserted 
itself before The Jockey Club could be aroused suf- 
ficiently to give it notice. But, let us hope that we 
may find it otherwise.

Morven. 


B. HILLS, manager of the Stone Farm Asso- 
¢ ciation, which owns the Morven Stud of 
Thoroughbred horses, Charlottesville, Va., was 
asked for the origin of the word Morven. Mr. 
Hills writes: 

“Morven was, I believe, a place name in 
Scotland, and it was used by several families in 
Colonial times to name their estates in this 
country. I know of one Morven at Princeton, 
N. J., and there are three in Virginia, of which 
Morven Park was chosen by Westmoreland 
Davis for the name of his establishment. 

“The Morven owned by Mr. Stone first ap-- 
peared as a separate unit when it was purchased 
from the Carter family in 1796 by William Short, 
a friend of Thomas Jefferson, who acted as his 
secretary while he was Minister to France and 
who afterwards was our representative to the 
Netherlands and diplomatic representative to 
Spain. Thomas Jefferson helped him design the 
house and it was named Morven at his sugges- 
tion. Colonel Short didn’t finish the house as he 
was constantly abroad on diplomatic service but 
sold it while in process about 1810. 

“Up to about 1800 the region comprising the 
present Morven and Arthur B. Hancock’s Ellerslie 
was known as Indian Camp and was a part of 
10,000-acre grant made to the Carter family at 
the time that part of Virginia was settled. This 
branch of the Carter family first built Blenheim 
and later Redlands which still remain as indi- 
vidual estates in that neighborhood, Redlands 
still remaining in the Carter family.” 


Cattaranich 


NDER the caption “Jefferson Park an Un- 
popular Track,” the following appears in 
Hoof Beats, January 28, edited and published at 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada, by Douglas Eppes: 
“Jefferson Park has given place to the Fair 
Grounds, for which many thanks. As Thomas B. 
Cromwell, editor of THE BLOoop-HORSE, pointed 
out in an editorial, reprinted in Hoof Beats, no 
one but the management was to blame for the 
lack of interest displayed by the speculative 
public in the 51-day session at the Crescent City 
track. We since have been informed that unless 
some change is made in the management, there 
may be no meeting held at Jefferson Park next 
winter. This report has been widely circulated 
throughout New Orleans and has been com- 
mented on by several Turf writers in New York, 
Chicago and in Kentucky. So far, however, neither 
Leo Dandurand nor Joe Cattaranich have opened 
their lips in denial or affirmation. Until they do, 
it must be. treated with reserve, although we do 
not doubt that there is a good deal of truth 
behind it. Certainly, the residents of New Or- 
leans have no use for Jefferson Park under 
present conditions. Until the closing day of the 
session, which also was Derby Day, a good-sized 
crowd had not entered its gates in weeks. A 
recently returned horseman told us that often 
there were less than five hundred people on the 
grounds, although this number naturally was in- 
creased when entrance fees were done away with. 
In Montreal, their hometown, Cattarinich and 
Dandurand cut a wide swathe in sporting circles. 
They own Dorval Park, have recently acquired 
Blue Bonnets, and are said to be interested in 
other tracks in the Quebec metropolis. They also

IALEAH looks a sure winner. At least, Joseph 
E. Widener, E. R. Bradley and company, if 
any, should break even. But a long meeting 
has its disadvantages. Odd, that those tracks 
operating ostensibly on the idealistic policy 
“sport for sport’s sake” are about the only ones 
releasing for publication facts and figures con- 
cerning their business, while the remainder go 
in for copious retrenching and do a lot of weep- 
ing about hard times, almost never furnishing 
newspapermen with this information. The statis- 
tics would look too bad, don’t you know? Yet, 
these latter make the most money, Mr. Ripley. 
OLD STEP is spoiling Owner Fairbanks. 
The Massachusetts sportsman, a former 
newspaperman, acquired the unsexed son of 
Sweep On and Golden Stairs by claiming for a 
mere $3,500 and with him has won some $20,000 
in prize money—to say nothing of the large 
sums he is said to have won in wagers. Gold 
Step was a shifty sort in good company around 
Chicago last summer and at Hialeah twice in 
as many encounters has administered a thrash- 
ing to the Anall Stable’s Larranaga, accounted 
one of the smartest sprinters at Belmont’s last 
meeting. Gold Step on both these occasions 
was aided by the presence in his saddle of 
Jockey Johnny Gilbert. His connections are 
smart enough to obtain a good boy for him, 
which is something a lot of owners apparently 
have not yet learned is necessary. 
INNESOTA is set to make a valiant fight 
for the iron men in the current session of 
its Legislature. There are few states in the 
Union in which pari-mutuel betting is unlawful 
that aren’t experiencing a general change in the 
trend of sentiment. Tracks can be constructed 
at lower cost than in many years and the revenue 
most of the bills would provide is indeed attrac- 
tive in these parlous times. In New York, every- 
body is anxiously awaiting the results of efforts 
in the Legislature to legalize open betting. It 
is believed that the fight in the Empire State, 
if won by sponsors of the proposed amendment, 
will have to be won while those representing up- 
state sections are looking out the window. 
Promise of lessened taxation through open 
wagering, which means decreased admission and 
bigger gates, doesn’t loom as important to those 
in northern New York as other needs of their 
immediate locale. There are always obstacles in 
the paths of those going to the executive cham- 
bers with requests. It boils down to a question 
of ways and means. 
OHN HAY (JOCK) WHITNEY, who has 
played in cruel luck in his Grand National 
ventures, plans making another attempt at 
wresting for America that coveted Aintree prize 
this year. The Llangollen sportsman has named 
five, and one of these, Thomond II, is among the 
highweights, having been assigned 167 pounds. 
This 7-year-o!ld won the Becher, at two and a 
half miles, last November, under 168 pounds and 
word from across the big pond gives him a 
chance of completing the assignment in which 
Easter Hero, Dusty Foot, Sir Lindsay and others 
failed the young American turfman. At the top 
of the Grand National weights is the former 


winner, Gregalach, with 175 pounds. Next comes 
Grakle, at 171. The latter was winner at the 
expense of Gregalach in 1931.

UTURE books about the Grand National, 

Agua Caliente Handicap, Kentucky Derby 
and the Preakness are about ready for the 
suckers. Billy Koch is said to have delayed 
posting odds about the Agua race until he ob- 
tained a line on the various candidates not on 
the grounds. Kentucky Derby nominations close 
February 1, with W. R. Coe’s Ladysman, the 
acknowledged peer of the 1932 juveniles, re- 
ported to be the first nominee to the 1932 re- 
newal of Col. Matt Winn’s Kentucky special. 
Colonel Winn has expended considerable time 
and money making the Kentucky Derby and is 
maintaining its value at $50,000 added. Whether 
sparing the knife in the case of the Derby will 
cause it to be used elsewhere is a matter for 
conjecture, or is it? At any rate, the Kentucky 
Derby will hold a definite precedence over the 
Preakness this season. A field including the best 
3-year-olds in training would seem assured. 


N the first set of future book odds the writer 

has seen this year, Happy Gal is a 40-1 chance 
in the Kentucky Derby and Gallant Sir a 3-2 shot 
for the Agua Caliente Handicap. Here is seen 
the customary liberality of the bookie. Happy 
Gal has been retired to the breeding paddocks 
and Gallant Sir could be little shorter than 3-2, 
if he starts in the pink of condition, the day of 
the Agua Caliente Handicap. 


F those Florida Derby candidates which 

have disported themselves under colors dur- 
ing the first week of the Hialeah session, Isadore 
Bieber’s B. B. Stable representative, the rugged 
little Character, appears to have earned most 
friends. In his most recent essay at the very, 
oh! very beautiful Miami track, this son of 
*Carlaris tore off six furlongs in 1:11 4-5 in facile 
style, and with a field of nominees to the Florida 
edition of the Derby in his wake. However, Jack 
Healey has yet to send postward the Whitney 
candidate, Rapscallion, and Bill Weant’s con- 
sistent Wise Anne is another hope to be heard 
from at the meeting before forming any set 
opinions. The Florida Derby’s added value of 
$10,000 should bring classier nominees.

NOTES ON NICKS

HE best son of Roi Herode brought to Ameri- 

ca is *Sir Greysteel, which Sylvester W. 
Labrot purchased in 1926 and imported to Mary- 
land for his Holly Beach Stud. The horse had 
raced at two, three, four, five, six and seven, and 
had won each season except at two, when he 
started only twice and finished second both times. 
None of the great races fell his way, but he ran 
in good company, carried high weights and won 
at longer distances than American horses travel 
in competition. At four, he won the Copeland 
Sweepstakes, 114 miles, by five lengths, carrying 
top weight of 134 pounds. At five, he was as- 
signed 143 pounds to top the handicap for the 
Watt Memorial Plate, 15-8 miles, and won the 
race. The distance of his winning races ranged 
from seven furlongs to two miles.

When Roi Herode scored his success by siring 
the unbeaten The Tetrarch his first season in the 
stud, the late Edward Kennedy made much of 
his restoration of “the lost line of Herod.” The 
line has been continued in more recent years by 
The Tetrarch and his son Tetratema. Its prin- 
cipal representatives in America have been 
*Royal Canopy, by Roi Herode, and *Stefan the 
Great, by The Tetrarch. 

*Sir Greysteel, because of the general reputa- 
tion of his kinsmen, may be supposed by some 
to be a sire of precocity and extreme speed. On 
the contrary, he improved after his 2-year-old 
season and was much better as a stayer than as 
a sprinter. The same is true of his get, gen- 
erally speaking. His first crop of foals arrived 
in 1928. There were 16 of them, of which one 
died at two. Only one of the remaining 15 won 
at two, but five of them won at three, and five at 
four. Of the 22 foals in the second crop, five 
won at the age of two, and twice as many were 
winners at three. Of the third crop, 13 foals, 
which were 2-year-olds in 1932, there have been 
only two winners; in all probability there will 
be more winners for the group this year, when 
they are 3-year-olds. 

The most striking example of this tendency to 
improve with age is seen in the filly Tred Avon 


which was one of the first crop of *Sir Greysteel. 
At two she was not even trained. At three, she 
raced well. At four, last year, she was the best 
mare in training, except, possibly, Top Flight. 

The pedigree of *Sir Greysteel is strong. Roi 
Herode was of Thormanby’s male line and _ his 
third dam was Bend Or’s dam, Rouge Rose, by 
Thormanby. Thus Thormanby, winner of the 
Derby and Ascot Gold Cup, among other stakes, 
furnishes the primary inbreeding in Roi Herode’s 
pedigree. *Sir Greysteel’s dam, Grania, has pro- 
duced eight stakes winners and still producing; 
Mr. Labrot has a 2-year-old half-brother, by the 
unbeaten Tolgus, to *Sir Greysteel to race for 
him this year. Grania’s sire was Desmond, son 
of St. Simon. Her dam was Beauty’s Daughter, 
by Gallinule (Isonomy—Hermit). Grania is in- 
bred to Hermit in the same proportion as the in- 
breeding to Thormanby in Roi Herode’s pedigree. 
The first ancestor common to both the pedi- 
grees of Roi Herode and Grania is Galopin. Thus 
it will be seen that the strength in the pedigree 
is well distributed, and that none of the impor- 
tant strains is so strong but that it could be 
repeated in the pedigrees of *Sir Greysteel’s 
mates. There is no Hampton, but Newminster 
(Hampton’s grandsire) is plentiful. There is no 
Bend Or, but his sire (Doncaster) and dam 
(Rouge Rose) are both present. 

How to mate *Sir Greysteel? Well, the lesson 
from the English successes of his line is that he 
should be given quantities of St. Simon, Galopin, 
Hampton, Isonomy and Bend Or. The dams of 
Roi Herode’s best get, almost without exception, 
were very strong in those lines. The dam of 
Tetratema (by The Tetrarch), for instance, was 
inbred to St. Simon, Galopin, Hampton and New- 


minster. The dam of Cing a Sept (an Oaks win- 
ner by Roi Herode), was closely inbred to St. 
Simon. These are only examples. They could be 


continued indefinitely. *Sir Greysteel himself is 
an example. The repetition of stout strains 
should continue. Tred Avon, his best produce to 
date, is out of *La Muiron, a mare by *Durbar 
II, grandson of St. Simon, and *La Muiron’s 
closest inbreeding is to Galopin and Isonomy. 

But as well as *Sir Greysteel has done with 
mares from foreign extraction, I should expect 
him to do just as well, possibly better, with Ben 
Brush, Hanover, Domino and Fair Play crosses. 
I don’t think he has had much opportunity in 
this field, but whenever he does he is almost cer- 
tain to do well. His best son to date is Spring- 
steel, whose dam is Peeping Star, by *Sir Mar- 
tin—Manasseh, by *Star Shoot, next dam Mis- 
trust, by Hindoo. Peeping Star is closely inbred 
to Hindoo, sire of Hanover. 

Mares by Man o’ War (or any other stallion 
carrying the Fair Play—*Rock Sand cross) 
would be superb mates for *Sir Grevsteel, for 
Man o’ War long ago showed an “affinity” for 
Roi Herode blood. The St. Simon and Isonomy 
in the lower part of *Sir Greysteel’s pedigree are 
also auguries for success with Man o’ War mares. 

To be specific again, *Durbar II mares should 
go well with *Sir Greysteel, as evidenced by 
Tred Avon. Another good evidence of this fact 
is Friend Charlie, a very smart 2-year-old which 
raced in the Mid-West last year. Friend Charlie, 
I understand, is being nominated in the big 
stakes this year, and it is very likely he will show 
improvement over his 2-year-old form. Friend 
Charlie is out of Ada May, by Master Robert, 
second dam *Epsom May, by *Durbar II. *Dur- 
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STAKES WINNERS 
BY FAMILIES 


NO. 3 FAMILY. 


WELVE stakes winners of 
1932 trace in tail-female 
line to the Byerly Turk mare 
which is the tap-root of the No. 
3 family of the Bruce Lowe 
numbering. The total is one 
less than for the previous year, 
the decline being in smaller 
proportion than in the total 
number of stakes winners. This 
family produced six stakes 
winners in 1928, 10 in 1929 and 
nine in 1930. Its average for 
the last five years has been 10. 
Plucky Play and *White 
Clover II, both representatives 
of the famous Brown Bess 
branch of the family, were the 
best handicap horses among its 
stakes winners of last year. 
Barn Swallow and Hilena, both 
fillies, were the best of its 2- 
year-olds. 

The greatest mare the No. 3 
family ever produced was Poca- 
hontas, sired in England by 
*Glencoe before the latter was 
brought to America. In the 
last century of Thoroughbred 
breeding, it is questionable 
whether any other horse has 
had a more important influence 
than Pocahontas, dam of Stock- 
well, Rataplan, King Tom and 
several others. Two stakes 
winners of 1932 descend in di- 
rect female line from two of 
her daughters, Araucaria and 
Ayacanora, the former the dam 
of *Rayon d’Or. 

There are several good 
branches of this family which 
have been in America for many 
years, but none of them has 
been successful enough to give 
No. 3 the prestige it has in 
England. On the returns of the 
last five years, No. 3 would 
rank about seventh in point of 
number of stakes winners it has 
produced, with Nos. 4, 2, 1, 5, 
12 and 9 ranking in order ahead 
of it and No. 3 just even with it.

bar II carried St. Simon and Isonomy on his top 
side and *Meddler and Hanover below. 

Again, when Mr. Labrot has *Light Brigade 
mares ready to be bred, they should prove good 
mates for *Sir Greysteel, because *Light Brigade 
is strong in Isonomy, Bend Or and St. Simon, 
and because *Light Brigade’s third dam, Bridget, 
was sister to Melton. Tred Avon’s fourth dam 
was by Melton, and *Royal Canopy, a mediocre 
son of Roi Herode which sired some good horses 
in this country, was out of a mare which was 
closely inbred to Melton. I don’t mean to say 
that the Melton nick was all-important, but only 
that it had a part in the general make-up of 
these good matings. 


Daughters of Tryster and Happy Time, the 
other stallions at Holly Beach, should also nick 
well with Roi Herode’s grey son. As a matter 
of fact, it looks as if it would be difficult to mate 
him so that he would not have a fair chance of 
producing good stock. But I would be especially 
hopeful about alliances between *Sir Greysteel 
and mares by Man ’o War (if not too big, for 
*Sir Greysteel himself is a big horse), *Durbar 
II, *Light Brigade, *Chicle (because of his strong 
crosses of Carbine, St. Simon, Hanover), Su- 
premus (strong in Domino and _ Isonomy), 
Broomstick (Ben Brush, Galliard, Bend Or) and 
*Wrack (Hampton, Melton, Isonomy, Bend Or).

THE SIRES 


ROOMSTICK was the leading broodmare sire 
of 1932, 55 of his daughters being represented 
by 77 winners of 236 races and $323,650 in first 
monies only. No fewer than 10 stakes winners 
had the now dead son of Ben Brush for maternal 
grandsire. Among these the most important 
were Equipoise, by Pennant, Plucky Play, by 
My Play, and Notebook, by *Chicle. The follow- 
ing list, the first of a series which will include 
the 20 leading broodmare sires of 1932, shows 
all the daughters of Broomstick represented by 
winners last year, the name of each winner, the 
number of races won and the amount in first 
monies.

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LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS 


By H. S. FINNEY 
LONG GREEN VALLEY FARMS. 


NE of the most beautiful of the many valleys 

of Baltimore County is Long Green, origi- 
nally a grant to Thomas Giddings, now cut up into 
smaller farms many of which are devoted to 
horses. It was our good fortune to be able to 
visit some of these farms on a lovely sunny day 
recently. Our first stop was George M. Seglin’s 
Linton Farm of about 110 acres. Here have been 
recently constructed a half-mile track with a 
chute and stall gates, and a new 18-stall, glass- 
enclosed stable which faces the south. Adjoining 
the stable to the north is a covered exercise ring 
of one-fifth mile, bedded with straw, where 
trainer Brooks has been galloping his string. The 
string includes the very useful Flagstone and the 
good filly Cutie Face as well as several 2-year- 
olds. 

About half a mile to the east is Merryland 
Farm of William Elder of Baltimore, whose stud 
was described in THE BLOOD-HORSE some time 
ago. It covers about 120 acres and houses the 
stallions Purchase and Bud Lerner and some 
truly choice mares. To see this latter sire was 
the main reason of visit and we found him a 
powerful type of medium-sized horse, well 
boned, very compact and having a good head 
and tremendous jaw. Bud’s disposition was the 
talk of Rancocas and points north and south 
when he was up there, but Maryland air seems 
to be helping him, if we can judge by our re- 
ception. Manager Pat Ryan, whose stock are in 
fine shape, reported his stallion’s books filling 
well and showed us the latest mare acquired by 
Mr. Elder. This is a lovely black, Siren by Man 
o’ War out of Star Puss, by Jim Gaffney. She is 
one of several good producers in the stud. 

Back to the Long Green Road and south a 
short distance we came to Long Green Farm, 
home of Lieut V. P. Noyes. This 300-acre farm 
is mostly devoted to *Chasers and hunters and 
jumpers. In a schooling shed we saw the re- 
doubtable showman “California Frank” (Col. C. 
F. Hafley), schooling one of his circus jumpers. 
Believe it or not, the Colonel jumped this horse 
six feet three inches, loose, for us and non- 
chalantly remarked the horse “isn’t jumping 
good today.” 

Just across the road is the farm of W. J. De 
Moss, whose chief business is the wintering of 
race horses whose owners are in sunnier climes 
striving to gain the wherewithal to pay the board 
on those cripples recuperating under Mr. De 
Moss’ skillful hands. We did not find the owner 
at home but saw some well known performers in 
the boxes. 

Leaving the Valley we drove westward over 
the hills toward Towson and close to Loch Raven 
came across one of the prettiest sights we have 
seen in many a day. A wide green slope, bi- 
sected by a concrete road on which we were, 
runs down to the waters of Loch Raven which 
stretch south for miles surrounded by hills whose 
outline is softened by haze and bathed in after- 
noon sunlight. On this green sward were the 
huntsman and whips of the Elkridge Hounds, in 
their pink coats, mounted on grand hunters, 
with the eager hounds jumping all about them. 
Riding up and down awaiting the master’s orders 
were some 35 fortunate souls who comprised the 


field. Noticeable, indeed, was the quality of the 
mounts, and we were struck by the number 
which were obviously Thoroughbreds. We stayed 
and watched until the acting master, William 
Wallace Lanahan, called to the huntsman, and 
horses, riders, and hounds disappeared in the 
woods to the North. And so, a la Pepys,. “to 
home and bed.” 


SIRES OF WINNERS 


AN O’ WAR, the super-horse of 1919 and 

1920, has sired more stakes winners than 
any other American stallion in the last five years, 
1928 to 1932 inclusive. This information is fur- 
nished in a compilation made by P. J. Casey, of 
New York City, from the stakes winners supple- 
ments published annually by THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
Mr. Casey’s tabulation, forwarded to us last 
week in a letter, lists all the sires represented 
by as many as five stakes winners during the 
five years. In another tabulation he lists the 
sires according to the number of stakes won 
by their get. Man o’ War heads this list also, 
with *Sun Briar second and *Sir Gallahad III 
in third place. The tables:

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REMOUNT PURCHASE FUND 


N page 116 of THE BLOOD-HORSE last week, 

the story of reinstatement of an appropria- 
tion of $82,500 to be used by the Army for buy- 
ing remounts and pack animals, by amendment 
introduced by Congressman Virgil Chapman, of 
Kentucky, when the appropriations bill was 
under consideration on January 21, was told. 
Letters from Washington last week to THE 
BLOooD-HORSE and others in Lexington told of the 
reconsideration of the amendment at the behest 
of Congressman Ross Collins, of Mississippi, and 
its defeat. The Lexington Herald editorially 
clearly presents the situation, as follows: 


“A letter has been received from Congressman 
Virgil M. Chapman, who made a stout fight for 
the Remount Service when the appropriations 
bill was before the House of Representatives. 
Mr. Chapman went to the floor of the House, 
acting as a committee of the whole, and made 
a fight to keep the amounts, both for the breed- 
ing activities and for the purchase of breeding 
stock, in the bill. 


“This was the first time in recent years that 
any Kentuckian has undertaken to make a fight 
on the floor of the House against the appropria- 
tions committee. 

“The fight that Mr. Chapman and Congress- 
man Fred M. Vinson and others made was a good 
one but failed to accomplish the desired results 
when Mr. Collins, the chairman of the sub-com- 
mittee, demanded a vote on the item in question. 


“As matters now stand the amount of breed- 
ing operations of the Remount Service remains 
in the bill but a total of $82,500 for purchases 
was cut out of the bill. 

“Breeders of Thoroughbreds have been most 
generous in their contributions of horses to the 
Remount Service. From gifts of fine stallions 
the Government will profit in a year’s time far 
more than the amount that is required to be 
spent. However, it is necessary that there should 
be an appropriation for purchases of breeding 
stock. 

“The measure now goes to the Senate. Under 
the rules of the House of Representatives it is 
very difficult for a member to make a fight on 
the floor or to make a change in what a com- 
mittee has recommended. The House, because 
of its very large membership, has rigid rules 
and it is a difficult thing to stop a steam roller 
in that body. 

In the Senate, however, it is to be hoped that 
the appropriation that was cut in the House 
can be restored and then there is every reason 
to believe that the House will accept the change. 
Kentucky will be hopeful that Senators Alben 
W. Barkley and M. M. Logan will be able to re- 
store the appropriations for purchases, and Ken- 
tuckians and horsemen who are interested gen- 
erally should write to them and to other Sena- 
tors they know and urge that they exercise their 
influence to the fullest to have this amount re- 
stored.” 

Under the caption “’Twas a Horse of Another 
Color When Rep. Ross Wanted a Nag,” George 
Abell, writing from Washington January 24 to 
The World-Telegram (New York), says: ‘Rep- 
resentative Ross Collins, fiery Mississippi Con- 
gressman who is trying to ban all horses from

the Army, asked the War Department to send a 
stallion to his home town of Meridian to improve 
horse-breeding.

“When Ross called General John De Witt, the 
Quartermaster General, and asked for a horse, 
the latter nearly swooned. He has been accus- 
tomed to hear the Congressman damning Army 
nags in no uncertain terms. ‘What’s that? A 
horse?’ he repeated. “Yes. Can you get me 
one.?’ drawled Ross. ‘Sure, I can get you one,’ 
said De Witt. ‘I'll send for one right away.’ 
He wired the remount depot at Fort Reno, Okla.’ 
and within three days the animal was delivered 
to one of Representative Ross’ constituents in 
Meridian. 

* * * 

“NOTE.—Representative Collins, as chairman 
of the subcommittee on Army appropriations, 
has proved a relentless foe of the cavalry horse 
and polo pony, his idea being to blue-pencil mili- 
tary steeds in favor of a ‘mechanized’ force.” 

Senator Alben W. Barkley, of Kentucky, mem- 
ber of the committee on finance, under date 
January 27, wrote Fred A. Forsythe, of Lexing- 
ton, as follows: “Replying to your recent tele- 
gram, with reference to the Army Appropria- 
tions Bill, I wish to say that I shall be glad to 
endeavor to secure an adequate appropriation for 
the purchase of remounts when the bill comes 
before the Senate for action. I have ben inter- 
ested in this item on former occasions and have 
helped to keep the appropriation in the bill. 
Under present circumstances, it is not easy to 
increase appropriations in the Senate, but I shall 
bring the importance of this item to the atten- 
tion of the Senate and I hope it may be restored.” 
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LEGISLATION 


PENNSYLVANIA. 

N THE BLOOD-HORSE last week (page 114) was 

published the fact that two racing bills were 
filed in the House of Representatives of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Pennsylvania on January 18. 
One of these bills was by Representative Charles 
Baldi, of Philadelphia, the other by Representa- 
tive Fred Peters, of Montgomery. Both bills 
have been referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means and have been printed. The Baldi 
bill is numbered 263, the Peters bill, 264. The 
Baldi bill carries an interesting preamble: 

“Whereas, In all the larger cities of Pennsyl- 
vania and a great many of the smaller munici- 
palities there are maintained offices in which so- 
called ‘book-makers’ or betting commissioners 
accept commissions from racing followers who 
are interested in the results of horse races on 
Maryland, Ohio, Illinois, New York, Louisiana, 
Cuban, Canadian and Mexican race tracks and 

“Whereas, These so-called ‘book-makers’ or 
betting commissioners each day of racing accept 
commissions totalling scores of thousands of 
dollars, and 

“Whereas, During the spring, summer and fall 
thousands of Pennsylvanians are to be found at 
the meetings held on tracks in New York, Mary- 
land and Ohio, and 

“Whereas, These betting commissioners have 
operated and will continue to operate so long as 
there is racing in the United States, Canada and 
Mexico and Pennsylvanians will continue per- 
sonally to attend race meets in nearby states 
wagering large sums of money on the results of 
Thoroughbred horse-racing despite the belief in 
some quarters that Pennsylvania is in no wise in- 
terested in horse racing, and 

“Whereas, Were the betting and wagering on 
the result of horse races in Pennsylvania regu- 
lated and controlled a large annual revenue 
would accrue to the Pennsylvania Department of 
Highways and certain Pennsylvania counties, 
therefore .. . There is hereby created a racing 
commission... ” 

The bill specifies that the commission be com- 
posed of three members to be appointed by the 
Governor for a term of six years each, except 
that the terms of the first appointees shall be re- 
spectively for two, four and six years and there- 
after, at the expiration of the respective terms, 
appointments shall be for six years. Each com- 
missioner must be a aqualified elector and at 
least 25 years of age. No more than two com- 
missioners can be of the same political party. 
The Governor is to designate the chairman. No 
person who holds office or position or has any 
official relation with anv racing association shall 
be appointed a commissioner. Each commis- 
sioner is required to give bond to the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania in the sum of $100,000, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office. The chairman will have a 
Salary of $8,500 a year and each of the other 
commissioners $8.000 a year. The commission- 
ers shall also receive all expenses necessarily in- 
curred in discharge of their duties. The commis- 
Sioners shall appoint a secretary and such in- 
Spectors, experts, clerks, stenographers and em- 
Ployees as shall be deemed necessary and shall 
fix their compensation. The salary compensa- 
tion and expenses of the commissioners, secre- 
tary, inspectors, clerks, stenographers and em- 


ployees shall not exceed $50,000 a year to be 
paid from appropriations to be made to the Com- 
mission. The Commission shall make a biennial 
report to the Governor and this report shall in- 
clude a statement of receipts and disbursements 
by the Commission. 


Section five legalizes horse racing when con- 
ducted by a licensed person, association or cor- 
poration, and recites that “betting or wagering 
upon the results of horse races when done within 
the grounds where and on the day when a horse 
race is so lawfully conducted is hereby declared 
lawful with such betting or wagering through 
the use and by means of machines commonly 
known as pari-mutuel machines and in accord- 
ance with rules and regulations adopted by the 
Commission. It shall be lawful for any person, 
association or corporation licensed to conduct 
racing to operate such pari-mutuel machine and 
to retain for its use such a percentage of the 
total amount of the receipts as may be fixed by 
the rules and regulations of the commission.” 

The racing associations are required to apply 
to the commission for a license and dates and to 
furnish to the commission such information as 
it may desire. The commission has power to re- 
ject any application for racing license for any 
cause which it may deem sufficient and action of 
the commission shall be final. 

The number of days racing in any one year is 
limited to 100. The decision of the commission 
on the award of dates shall be final. No racing 
association, corporation or person shall be li- 
censed to conduct racing for more than 30 days 
in one year and they shall not have more than 
two meetings of an aggregate of 30 days in any 
one year on any one track. In 1933 all dates 
shall be awarded before the first day of June 
and in each year thereafter before the first day 
of March, provided that the limit of 100 days in 
any one year has not been reached, when the 
commission may meet subsequent to the first 
day of March and award dates for racing within 
the limits provided in the law. The license fee 
is fixed at $8.000 for each day of each and every 
meeting, to be paid in advance of issuance of 
license, and the “said license fee shall be forth- 
with forwarded to the State Treasurer through 
the Department of Revenue and by him placed 
in a motor license fund and the monies so re- 
ceived and paid in to said motor license fund are 
hereby specifically appropriated for the purpose 
for which other monies in such fund are appro- 
priated by law, except that 5 per cent of the 
total paid to the State Treasury by the racing 
commission shall be paid by the State Treasurer 
to the Treasurer of the County in which race 
meetings occur, such fund to be used by the com- 
missioners of said county solely for road con- 
struction.” 

No minor under the age of 16 years shall be 
admitted to any race meeting and the racing as- 
sociations are “also subject to all rights, regula- 
tions and conditions from time to time pre- 
scribed by the commission, and license shall be 
subject to suspension or revocation by the com- 
mision for any cause whatsoever which the com- 
mission may in its discretion deem sufficient, and 
the action of the commission shall be final.” 

The racing commission has power to prescribe 
rules and regulations for the conduct of races 
and to fix the rate of charge for admission to the 
tracks and stands and also to fix all salaries for 
the operation of the pari-mutuel machines and 
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the charges for the sale of any article on the 
premises and to regulate the size of purses and 
stakes. All contracts and agreements for the 
payment of money, salaries, fees and compensa- 
tions by the racing association and all proposed 
erections, extensions, additions and improve- 
ments on the racing grounds shall be subject to 
the approval of the commission. The commis- 
sion has a right at any time to require the re- 
moval of any employee or any official employed 
at any race track. The commission has the 
power to prescribe the manner in which the 
books and financial statements of any licensed 
racing association shall be kept and the books 
shall be at all times open to inspection by mem- 
bers of the commission or their agents at the 
expense of the race track. The commission has 
the power to subpoena witnesses and require 
books and documents to be produced and if there 
is a failure or refusal to obey the commission 
has a right to apply to a court of common pleas 
in any county in which the commission is sitting 
and the court is then instructed to command the 
apearance of the disobedient person and to com- 
pel the production of books, papers and docu- 
ments. Failure to carry out the mandate of the 
court will result in ruling for contempt. 

The license fee of $8,000 is in lieu of all other 
license fees or special or franchise tax to the 
State of Pennsylvania and no county, city, town, 
municipality, or other political sub-division of 
the commonwealth shall be authorized or em- 
powered to levy or impose any license, income, 
excise, special or franchise tax on any such race 
track. The commission is required twice a year 
before June 1 and before January 1 to file with 
the Auditor General a full and complete state- 
ment of its receipts and disbursements from all 
sources. 

If anything beyond the control of a licensed 
racing association should occur to prevent its 
holding a racing meeting upon dates granted, 
the commission shall have power to return the 
fee paid by the licensed association. Any person 
holding a race meeting except in accord with the 
law shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction fined not less than $500 or more than 
$10,000 or suffer imprisonment not exceeding two 
years or both at the discretion of the court. 

Any person who shall bet or wager upon any 
horse race except in accordance with provisions 
of this act or the rules, regulations or conditions 
prescribed by the commission shall be guilty of 
gambling and be punished accordingly. The law 
does not apply to trotting meetings or to any 
state, county or other fair holding not more than 
one meeting annually the period not exceeding 
six days for each meeting. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Peters also provides 
for a state racing commission of three members 
to be appointed by the Governor, but the terms 
are fixed for four years each. Persons holding 
a position or having official relation to any rac- 
ing association or who is a stock or bond holder 
in any racing association is barred from mem- 
bership on the commission. The salary of the 
chairman is fixed at $3,600 a year and the sal- 
aries of the other two at $2.000 each. A limit 
of $25,000 in the aggregate is placed on expen- 
diture for employees and expenses of the com- 
mittee. All racing associations are required to 
apply for license and only such as are granted 
licenses shall hold meetings. The limit of racing 
for any association is 30 days in each year and 


not more than 100 days in the aggregate shall 
be allowed for racing in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania. The commission can not issue license for 
racing on more than five tracks in any one year, 
Before any license can be issued the applicant 
is required to pay to the State Treasurer to the 
Department of Revenue a license fee of $1,000 for 
each racing day and also to file with the Depart- 
ment of Revenue a bond to the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania with corporate surety condi- 
tioned for the payment of the taxes imposed by 
the law and for the rules and regulations of the 
commission. The amount of the bond is to be 
fixed by the Department of Revenue. 


A State tax of 10 per cent on the gross re- 
ceipts derived from admissions and of 5 per cent 
of the total amount bet through pari-mutuel ma- 
chines or other devices is imposed. Each li- 
censee is required to make a report to the De- 
partment of Revenue within 10 days after the 
conclusion of each racing meeting showing the 
gross receipts, less Federal taxes, and _ the 
amount bet daily and at the same time pay to 
the State Treasurer through the Department of 
Revenue the taxes imposed. The commission is 
given power to prescribe rules, regulations and 
conditions for the government of racing and 
make rules and regulations covering the betting 
and to fix or regulate the charge for admission 
or for the performance of any service including 
the percentage on betting or the sale of any ar- 
ticle on the track. The commission also fixes the 
stakes and purses and fixes the amount of money 
that can be spent for property and building and 
improvements. The commission has the right to 
prescribe the manner in which the books may be 
kept and to inspect the books and require state- 
ments to be made whenever desired. The bet- 
ting is authorized to be done “by means of ma- 
chines, commonly known as pari-mutuel ma- 
chines or other devices approved by the commis- 
sion and in accordance with rules and regula- 
tions and conditions adopted by the commission.” 

No person under the age of 16 can attend the 
races unless accompanied by his or her parent 
or guardian. No minor under 18 years of age 
shall be employed in or about or in connection 
with any establishment at any race track. And 
no minor shall be permitted to bet. As in the 
Baldi bill the violation of the law is punishable 
by the same fine and imprisonment and fairs are 
exempted from the law. The Department of 
Revenue is required to make a report to the 
Legislature biennially. 

ILLINOIS. 

Representative John F. McSweeney, of Chi- 
cago, has prepared an amendment to the Illinois 
horse racing law designed to create a state rac- 
ing commission of three members to be appoint- 
ed by the Governor for terms of six, four and 
two years respectively and thereafter appoint- 
ments are to be made for six years each. No 
more than two members are to be of the same 
political party. The amendment places racing 
under the control of the commission but will not 
take from the Secretary of Agriculture the 
monies accruing from the sport. The tax, as 
now, will go to aid county fairs. 

Senator Monroe at Springfield on January 18 
introduced a bill amending the horse racing law 
so that a daily license fee of 2 per cent of the 
total amount wagered at each track shall be paid 
to the State. Each track is required to post 4

bond amounting to $3,000 for each day’s racing, 
must pay the license fee at the close of each 
day, and must make certified reports of the 
amount wagered each day. 

Senator O’Grady on January 17 introduced a 
measure authorizing any county by two-thirds 
vote of the county board to impose a tax of 2 per 
cent of the gross admission receipts to baseball 
and football games and horse racing meetings. 
The proceeds of the tax would be used for poor 
relief after the expenses of the administration 
are taken out. 


NEBRASKA. 


At Lincoln on January 27 a bill to legalize bet- 
ting under pari-mutuel system at Nebraska race 
tracks was introduced. Horse racing is lawful 
in Nebraska and meetings were held for several 
years at Ak-Sar-Ben race course at Omaha but 
several years ago the attorney general, who was 
personaly opposed to betting, ruled out the ma- 
chines as illegal and racing was thus prevented. 
If the legislature approves the measure, racing 
will be resumed in Nebraska next summer. 
There is strong sentiment in favor of the bill 
but there is also sufficient sentiment against it 
to cause quite a fight in the General Assembly. 


MINNESOTA, 


The racing bill mentioned in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
last week as having been prepared for introduc- 
tion in the Minnesota legislature at St. Paul was 
presented to the Senate on January 24. The bill 
provides for a daily tax of $1,000 with the reve- 
nue going to county fairs receiving aid from the 
state. The tracks are permitted to take 8 per 
cent from pari-mutuel betting. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Another horse racing bill was introduced to 
the California legislature at Sacramento January 
23. It provides for an appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of a racing commission of three members 
with terms of four years each. Two members 
are required to be breeders, one of Thoroughbred 
and the other of standardbred horses. It re- 
quires a license fee of 2 per cent of the pari- 
mutuel pooling to be paid by the racing associa- 
tions to the State and the racing associations are 
permitted to have from the pooling not in excess 
of 8 per cent additional to the license fee. The 
commission has the right to grant racing dates 
and to regulate control of racing. This bill is 
sponsored by the leading breeders of pure bred 
stock and it creates for the purposes of the act 
three classes of counties in the State. 

Assemblymen Charles Lyon and H. S. Hall- 
mer, of Los Angeles, and J. J. McBride, of 
Ventura, introduced in the California Legislature 
at Sacramento, January 27, a bill closely fol- 
lowing the lines of the measure introduced by 
Assemblyman William Hornblower, of San 
Francisco, to legalize betting under the pari- 
mutuel system at race courses in that state. 


NEW JERSEY. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legislature 
at Trenton, N. J., that would legalize a state- 
controlled system of pari-mutuel betting at race 
courses. This measure would amend the consti- 
tution. Three years will be required to secure its 
adoption. It must pass two successive Legisla- 
tures, be signed by the Governor and confirmed 
by referendum of voters, unless it could be 


passed as a part of the emergency program. 
There has been organized at Asbury Park the 
Monmouth County Horse Racing Association 
for the revival of horse racing with Frederick K. 
Pierce as president, W. W. Vaughan, vice-presi- 
dent, J. Walter Butcher, secretary, and Ben J. L. 
Atwater, treasurer. This organization has had 
some enthusiastic meetings lately and has se- 
cured the support of Assemblymen Therond Mc- 
Campbell, of Holmdel, Herbert Willis, of Beach- 
aven, and Frederick J. Shock, Jr., of Spring 
Lake, in addition to others previously committed 
in favor of the bill. It seems there is a measure, 
passed 40 years ago, that prohibits the considera- 
tion of racing bills except at intervals of 20 years 
and if this measure fails this year action will 
have to wait another 20 years. 


NEW MEXICO AND COLORADO. 


In New Mexico and Colorado also, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE is informed by Frank B. Hoffman, noted 
artist who has his studio and also a breeding 
ranch at Taos, New Mexico, efforts are being 
made to pass racing bills. Mr. Hoffman is of the 
opinion that the bill will pass in New Mexico, 
but he has his doubts about Colorado as The 
Denver Post is against racing. “Every time they 
try to get a bill through,” says Mr. Hoffman, 
“The Denver Post comes out with screaming 
headlines about how the state will go to hell if 
they let the sure thing gamblers bring in a 
stable of race horses.” 


OHIO 


Two bills now are before the Ohio General As- 
sembly at Columbus to permit licensed race 
meetings with pari-mutuel or certificate betting. 
The first bill, introduced by Representative Eirick, 
of Cleveland, is known as House Bill No. 77. The 
second bill, as introduced by Senator Emmons, 
and is known as Senate Bill No. 103. This bill 
will be discussed fully in the next issue of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE. 

MICHIGAN 

There are two bills that have been introduced 
in the Michigan legislature proposing the re- 
vival of racing with betting. They are direct 
proposals for the pari-mutuel system at race 
courses under control and regulation of the State. 
One of these, Senate Bill No. 7, was introduced 
by Senator Gorman. The other is House Bill 
No. 109, introduced by Representative Jarvis. 


TURF AND ATMOSPHERE. 

Yesterday I met young “Pete” Bostwick, gen- 
erally accepted as America’s finest gentleman- 
jockey. He had ridden in a number of steeple- 
chases over here during the past fortnight, but 
so far he is disapponted at having ridden no 
winners. 

He is staying in England until the Grand 
National, in which he rode last year. 

Scarcely more than five feet high, he is strong 
and compact, and a crack polo player into the 
bargain. 

He much prefers riding in England—the turf 
seems springier somehow, he said, and there’s 
an atmosphere about it that he misses in 
America.—Daily Mail (London).

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KENTUCKY 


PARASITES. 

T an open meeting of the Thoroughbred Club 

at the Phoenix Hotel last Saturday noon, 
January 28, forty-odd members and other horse- 
men heard Dr. E. M. Nighbert, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Washington, discuss para- 
sites and parasitic diseases of the horse. For 
well over an hour, Dr. Nighbert had the un- 
divided attention of his audience as he outlined 
the life cycle of three species of bots and spoke 
more briefly concerning the various types of 
worms which live in the intestinal tract and 
other portions of the horse’s body. 

Dr. Nighbert said that two of the three Ameri- 
can species of bots, the common and chin bot, 
infest Kentucky farms and that recently the 
nose bot, the third species, formerly confined to 
the northwestern section of the country, has 
been reported within the state. This pest de- 
posits its eggs on the fine hairs (not the long 
feeler hairs) of the nose. The eggs hatch of 
their own volition and the larvae work their way 
into the horse’s body through the hair follicle 
and in so doing irritate the horse greatly. The 
fly of this bot will drive horses frantic, Dr. Nigh- 
bert said, and even the most docile of farm ani- 
mals will go into a panic and run away when 
approached by the insect. 

The common bot fiy lay its eggs on the fore 
legs and other fore parts of the animal. The 
eggs hatch from friction only and the larvae get 
into the mouth, usually by the horse rubbing his 
legs with his muzzle. It has recently been dis- 
covered that the larvae then penetrate the tongue 
and remain there from 21 to 27 days, after which 
they emerge and are swallowed and attain ma- 
turity in the stomach. 

The life cycle of the chin bot has only recently 
been discovered. The eggs are laid under the 
jaw and the larvae travel down until they enter 
the mouth. Whether they stay here as do the 
larvae of the common bot is not known, but they 
soon show up in the stomach. 

The weak point in the life cycle of all species 
of bots is their residence in the stomach. Car- 
bon disulphide, administered through stomach 
tube or in capsule, is very effective in destroying 
them. Organized campsigns against the para- 
site have been instituted in several states, the 
chemical being used in what is known as the 
single-dose method. After the meeting was 
over, Dr. Nighbert explained to a representative 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE that, at the state veterinar- 
ians’ meeting at Lexington in July, plans would 
be laid for such a campaign in Kentucky. All 
horse owners will be asked to cooperate in this 
work, which will begin next winter, as it would 
be useless for isolated horse owners to attempt 
eradication of the parasite unless their neigh- 
bors cooperated. 

Carbon disulphide, Dr. Nighbert warned, is a 
dangerous and inflammable liquid. Misused, it 
may kill animals. It must be used only under 
the direction of a veterinary practitioner or ex- 
pert. Once in the stomach it does its work im- 
mediately and dead bots will sometimes pass out 
of the horse’s body for as many as 17 days. The 
treatment should be administered about 30 days 
after the first frost and before March 10. 

Carbon disulphide is also effective against 
stomach worms, which are one of the most per- 
sistent and most costly parasites of horses. The 


fight against these must also be carried on in an 
organized manner, Dr. Nighbert said, and is 
much more difficult than controlling bots. 

The speaker warned especially against feed- 
ing horses on the ground, and urged his hearers 
to keep their salting and watering equipment off 
the ground. He suggested also that they con- 
struct double-walled manure boxes, with saw- 
dust for insulation between the walls, and with 
tight-fitting, insulated top. It has been discoy- 
ered, he said, that manure kept in such contain- 
ers will sterilize itself by its own heat, and that 
all the parasites and parasite eggs contained in 
it will be destroyed within two weeks. It may 
then be spread on pastures without the danger 
of infecting them further. This suggestion met 
with much favorable comment among’ those 
present. 

The beginning of the organized work to con- 
trol parasites will be eagerly awaited by Thor- 
oughbred horsemen, who appear to be fully cog- 
nizant of the value it would have. 

The meeting, in the absence of President 
Thomas Piatt, was presided over by Jack §&. 
Young, secretary of the Thoroughbred Club. 


HARTS RETURN TO LEXINGTON. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry S. Hart, after a month at 
New Orleans and Miami, returned to Lexington 
last Sunday. “It was tough at New Orleans, but 
grand at Miami,” said Mr. Hart. “We hated to 
leave Miami, but the time is here to get on the 
training job.” Mr. Hart will have the Le Mar 
Stock Farm horses for training transferred from 
the farm to the Kentucky Association track by 
the end of the week. 


BROWNELL COMBS RETURNS. 

Brownell Combs has returned to Belair Farm, 
Lexington, after his usual winter hunting trip 
in Alabama, with headquarters at Demopolis. He 
is feeling fine and ready for the activities of his 
breeding establishment and the forthcoming 
racing season. Hon. Leslie Combs, his father, 
who spent several weeks at Crystal River, Fla., 
is expected at Belair in the near future. 


DEATH OF MRS. SHANNON’S FATHER. 

A. S. Smith, 63, Louisville, prominent business 
man, died suddenly while attending a movie at 
Louisville, Tuesday evening, January 24. Mr.

HIALEAH PARK. 


HE meeting at Hialeah Park is now old 

enough to make dependable comparison with 
that of last winter at the same track. The re- 
sults of such a comparison are decidedly en- 
couraging. The attendance, while we have seen 
no exact figures, is reported to have been about 
double that for the same period of the 1932 
meeting, and though the charge is less, has 
brought in a revenue above $30,000 in excess of 
last year. 

Nine days of the meeting have elapsed. The 
play for last week, from Monday, January 23, to 
Saturday, January 28, with the comparative 
figures for corresponding days of the previous 
meeting, was as follows:

The total play for the first nine days of this 
year’s meeting, on the face of figures made 
public by the totalisator department, is 22 per 
cent in excess of the handle for the first nine 
days last year. 

The management is now confident that the 
meeting will show a profit. 

It was announced last week that the state of 
Florida profited $51,040.75 from racing the first 
week of the Hialeah meeting. There was a check 
of $33,460.75 to cover the tax on admissions and 
the state’s 3 per cent of the totalisator turnover. 
A total of $15,480 was also paid to the state in 
occupational taxes, the result of the $10.25 tax 
against every person employed on the track. 


DISQUALIFIED FROM FIRST MONEY. 


W. N. Adrians’ Totem, trained by Hirsch 
Jacobs, ran second to John G. Clark’s Haggerson 
in a race at Hialeah Park January 21. Trainer 
Jacobs protested to stewards that an allowance 
of five pounds had been granted Haggerson to 
which the horse was not eligible. Stewards up- 
held the protest and awarded first money to 
Totem. 


CHARACTER’S HIALEAH STAKES. 

The B. B. Stable’s Character may be the best 
racer yet sired by B. B. Jones’ *Carlaris. 
In 16 starts at two and three he has won 11 
races and finished second once and third once. 
He has won his last five races, each at six fur- 
longs. His latest victory came last Saturday, 
January 28, in the third running of the Hialeah 
Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs), 
m which he carried 116 pounds and was ridden 
to an easy victory by A. Robertson. The race 
moves him up in public esteem as a candidate 
for the Florida Derby, but he has not yet gone 
more than three-quarters. Character had already 
won two races at Hialeah and was made even 
money favorite over eight others. He went to 
the front immediately after the start, drew out 
to a slight lead, was steadied down the back- 
Stretch, shaken up in the stretch until he had a 
three-length lead at the furlong pole, and taken 
in hand at the end, beating Morton L. Schwartz’s

Sheldon Fairbanks and Gold Step, which he 
claimed last year and changed from a plater to 
a stakes horse. Gold Step has already won three 
races at Hialeah Park, including the Hialeah In- 
augural Handicap. 


Gold Basis (111) by a length and a half. The 
latter caught J. E. Widener’s The Pelican (116) 
in the closing strides and beat him a head. The 
Greentree Stable’s Jungle King (114), under a 
hard ride from S. Coucci, finished stoutly, three 
lengths behind The Pelican. The others were 
Silk Flag (114), *Helios (116), Redress (113%), 
Daudet (114), Liqueur (116).

HE management of the Crescent City Jockey 

Club, now in the second week of its meeting 
at the Fair Grounds, is sitting a little uncom- 
fortably. Weather has been adverse, crowds 
small, wagering light. Hard rains have marred 
the condition of the track and on occasion it 
has been necessary to rearrange the program. 

Late last week Judge Joseph A. Murphy was 
thinking that next winter very likely Fair 
Grounds will go back to its old dates, beginning 
on January 1. 

But, taking action for the more immediate 
future, the management announced that, begin- 
ning Wednesday of this week, the minimum 
purses at the Fair Grounds would be $400 in- 
stead of $500, as in the first condition book. 


PLAYTIME’S PONTCHARTRAIN. 


The Southland Stable’s (Charles Bacharach’s) 
Playtime (111), which had been well beaten in 
his two previous starts of the winter, improved 
sufficiently to lead the field nearly the full dis- 
tance of the Pontchartrain Handicap ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at the 
Fair Grounds Saturday, January 28. Ridden by 
the very successful E. Arcaro, he moved into the 
lead in the first eighth, moved out three lengths 
ahead of his field by time the backstretch was 
reached, kept that margin down the backstretch, 
and weakened in the stretch so that he had only 
a neck advantage over Mrs. Clyde Phillips’ Lei 
(3-y-o, 97) at the end. Lei, which, like the win- 
ner, is by the dead My Play, was the extreme 
outsider in the field of six. He had his head in 
front of Mrs. W. M. Thompson’s Hillsborough 
(112) at the finish, and F. A. Riley’s Zenka (107) 
was fourth.

Mr. Daiger further says, “In addition to the 
above the Maryland Jockey Club will offer $1,000 
in prize monies in the interest of the Maryland 
breeders for a colt show to be held under the au- 
spices of the Maryland Breeders’ Association on a 
date during the spring meeting at Pimlico.” Mr. 
Daiger advises that two of the 15 days of the 
meeting, namely, Monday, May 1, and Tuesday, 
May 2, are to be for the benefit of the unem- 
ployment fund of the County of Baltimore and 
that this budget does not cover those two days. 
The purses for those days will be decided upon 
later. This budget is for the 13 days of the 
regular meeting and covers seven races on the 
flat and one steeplechase for each day. 

Mr. Daiger states that entries for the stakes 
races will close Wednesday, March 1. 

For the Pimlico spring meeting of last year 
the total distribution was $219,525 for 13 days. 
One of these days was a charity program with 
a distribution of $4,900. The daily average for 
the remaining 12 days was $17,052. Under the 
appropriation for the 13 non-charity days of this 
year’s spring meeting, the daily average dis- 
tribution would be $9,069, not including the slight 
amount that would be gained by addition of sub- 
scription fees in stakes. 


NEW YORK 


PEBLER’S RESIGNATION. 


ENRY C. PEBLER, who since 1926 has occu- 

pied the position of racing secretary for the 
Queens County Jockey Club (Aqueduct) and 
Metropolitan Jockey Club (Jamaica), last week 
resigned from both offices. Immediately a story 
sprang up and was published in numerous papers 
that he would be succeeded by Joseph McLennan, 
now in Florida as the racing secretary for Hia- 
leah Park. John E. Cowdin, who is _presi- 
dent of Aqueduct, and Dr. Edward P. Kilroe, 
head of the Jamaica organization, denied that 
any offer had been made to McLennan and 
stated that Mr. Pebler’s successor probably 
would not be chosen pending the possibility of 
legislative relief for New York racing. When and 
if Mr. Pebler’s place is filled, it probably will be 
by someone who will combine the work of the 
tracks as he did. 

At Miami Jack Bell, of The Herald, asked 
Joseph E. Widener concerning the report that 
Mr. McLennan would serve at Aqueduct “and 
possibly at Belmont.” Said Mr. Widener: 

“I wish it were true, for he’s the best racing 
Secretary there is. But he has that iron-clad 
contract at Arlington in Chicago, you know.” 


WESTERN 


AGUA CALIENTE. 

HE meeting at Agua Caliente is still proceed- 

ing under its own power, notwithstanding 

numerous whisperings as to its fate. The Oak 
Tree Stable of William Hartman and the stables 
of N. W. Church, A. A. Baroni, Jack P. Atkin 
(Pasadena Stable), and T. C. Worden are having 
a merry race for leading honors among the own- 
ers. Lee Humphries and W. Saunders, both ap- 
prentices, are leading the riders. Announce- 
ments are still being made daily that William 
Koch’s future book on the Agua Caliente Handi- 
cap will be out in the next few days. Occasion- 
ally a crowd is estimated as high as 8,000 per- 
sons. Pillow Fight and his stable mate Tea 
Trader are still on the way from New Zealand; 
they were due to arrive at Los Angeles on Janu- 
ary 31. Ammon Ra appears to have been for- 
gotten. Harry Unna was getting ready last 
week to put his big guns (Hygro, Polydorus, 
Yonkel, etc.) into action. A “handle” of $15,555 
was reported in the mutuels January 24, and 
George Herick commented in his “Tack Room 
Talk” in the San Diego Evening Tribune that 
“it must be admitted that at least by attendance 
and play for this period of the depression, the 
meeting is a success. That’s classed as an ex- 
cellent handle for a rather dull day like Tues- 
day.” Shaun Gilmartin, master of the mutuels, 
whose “seven straight” achieved none of the 
popularity hoped for, announced this week that 
he would introduce two new modes of wagering. 
One is the $3 combination, $1 to win, $1 to place 
and $1 to show. Beginning February 1 an “in 
the money” wager will be introduced. Tickets 
will sell for $2 and the purchasers will try to 
pick horses to finish in the money in the last 
four races of each program. 
*BOY PAINTER. 

Gordon B. Towne, of San Francisco, inter- 
national sportsman and business man, owner of 
*Boy Painter, is personally supervising the train- 
ing of the recently bought Britisher for the Agua 
Caliente Handicap, $50,000, to be decided March 
26, the closing day at the Mexican plant. With 
the son of Gainsborough came minute informa- 
tion about his peculiarities, his fancies, the 
method by which he was brought to winning 
form last season and other memoranda. *Boy 
Painter was given a week to recover his land 
legs before he was given an airing. When he was 
finally brought out from under the stable shed, 
the horse sniffed the salty breezes from the 
Pacific and expressed his delight, as horses do, 
by jumping about, kicking his heels into the air 
and going off on a trot, snorting and with tail 
up. Gradually *Boy Painter is being changed 
from timothy hay, a quantity of which was sent 
over with him from Engiand, to California oat 
hay, excellent provender for horses. The first 
time out on the track his rider had difficulty in 
restraining him. He wanted to run, and he 
wanted to run the wrong way of the course. In 
England some courses are fitted for running 
the reverse of the way in America. The training 
gallops in England usually are arranged for the 
same order of running. “In England,” said Mr. 
Towne at Agua Caliente, “Boy Painter was used 
to short, sharp gallops in sets and under various 
weights. He always had company. For that 
reason I may use a pony with him for a while. 
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All these track sights are new to *Boy Painter. 
In England he lived in a training center and 
travelled by van to tracks over which he raced. 
Here he has a stall in the front row, overlooking 
the course. He stands in that stall like a sphinx 
for long stretches of time, sight seeing, as it 
were. I think he will come along famously. I am 
pleased with the weight assignment for the big 
race and *Boy Painter can be counted upon as 
certain to start, barring accident, of course.” 


ANOTHER FROM IDAHO. 

Paul Kelly is a San Ysidro, Calif., horseman 
who was associated for several years with the 
stab’e of the successful trainer Bennet Creech. 
Last winter, Agua Caliente’s publicity depart- 
ment relates, he was at Tanforan “with two 
broken down gallopers 
—Fuss Budget and 
Lamistar.”’ He was ap- 
proached one day by 
an Idaho farmer lead- 
ing his small son by 
the hand. 

“T’m broke. I want 
to get home,” the 
farmer explained. 
“This boy of mine 
will make great 
jockey. He’s a good 
boy, a home boy. He 
loves horses. He knows 
a lot about them. He 
won races in the 
bushes before he broke 
his collar bone in a fall. 
He’s now in good shape 
again. I can’t afford to stay longer. I want him 
to get his chance. Will you take him?” 

Kelly had $200 in his bank account. He 
turned it over to the father and took the 
youngster, whose name was Lee Humphries, into 
his home. Lee and young Monte Parke galloped 
horses together. Now Monte is the leading rider 
of the season at New Orleans and Lee is the 
leader at Agua Caliente. 

Lee’s first mount—and first winner—was 
Silver Man, at Agua Caliente on the afternoon 
Phar Lap won the Agua Caliente Handicap. The 
next day Humphries rode Brown Mary, his sec- 
ond mount, and was caught in a spill from which 
he emerged with a broken shoulder. After he had 
recovered he ran his score up to 145 winners be- 
fore the end of 1932. 

Lee weighs about 97 pounds, but rides at 
about 104 pounds in bad weather because Kelly 
makes him wear heavy clothes to protect his 
health. “He’s saved almost every cent he has 
made,” Kelly says.

MINOR MEETINGS CURTAILED.

Mr. Russell says, “It has been necessary to 
curtail all expense and run operating costs at a 
minimum, reducing the number of our meetings 


and cutting our purses, but we will carry on. 
This year we will not have the benefit of Eastern 
stables coming out here, but we have been most 
agreeably surprised at the number of local own- 
ers who are now getting their horses ready, some 
of them converting their show ring horses into 
‘chasers, and we fully believe that once having 
done this they will become very enthusiastic and 
will continue to race with us for many years to 
come.” 


WILD HORSES. 


Agua Caliente horsemen report that wild 
horses come down out of the mountains at 
night and steal feed. (Whether they carry it 
away by the bale is not stated.) It is related 
that when a big fire occurred at Tijuana a few 
years ago, several Thoroughbreds escaped and 
never returned. it is supposed that they and 
their progeny make their home in the mountains 
of lower California. 


HYGRO FOR THE SPRINTS. 


After training his charges for several weeks in 
the sea water at Imperial Beach, Harry Unna 
last week ordered plates put on and headed for 
Agua Caliente with his racers. Reports are that 
he has decided to give up trying to make Hygro 
enough of a router to run in the Agua Caliente 
Handicap and will point him first for the Agua 
Caliente Speed Handicap, to be run Sunday, 
February 12.

OLDEST JOCKEY DIES. 


John Faulkner, who would have been 105 years 
old if he had lived until March 12, died in the 
night of January 25 at his home in Appleford, 
Berkshire, England. Known as the worlki’s old- 
est jockey, “Old John” did not give up race riding 
permanently until he was 74 years old, and it 
was only two years ago that he tried to ride a 
fractious mule for a friend and received a broken 
thigh for his pains. Twice married, he was sire 
of 32 children, several of them horsemen. 


FOREIGN 


FUNDAMENTAL DIFFERENCE. 


HE Royal Commission on Lotteries and Bet- 

ting, making an interim report on its studies 
of betting in England and Scotland, made the fol- 
lowing recommendation: 


“During the last two or more years, advan- 
tage has been taken of an uncertainty in the 
law to carry on totalisator betting in clubs and 
greyhound tracks. In our view totalisator bet- 
ting in these places should be brought to an 
end as soon as possible... . 


“Our recommendation, therefore, is that the 
conduct in any place of totalisator betting with 
persons resorting thereto, whether on a credit 
or cash basis, should be declared illegal and in 
England and Scotland, save as provided by the 
Race Course Betting Act, 1928.... 


“We think that there are fundamental differ- 
ences between horse racing and greyhound rac- 
ing which cannot be disregarded. 

“In the first place, the facilities for on the 
course betting at greyhound tracks are much 
greater in the aggregate than those afforded at 
horse race courses. 


“Secondly, Parliament only approved the oper- 
ation of the Totalisator on horse race courses, 
subject to the funds derived therefrom being de- 
voted for ‘purposes conducive to the improve- 
ment of breeds of horses or the sport of horse 
racing.’ 

“Horse racing is not only a very old-establish- 
ed institution in the country, but it is closely 
connected with the horse-breeding industry, 
which is a national industry of some importance. 
In our view, there is no object connected with 
greyhound racing which would be a proper des- 
tination for funds earned by Totalisators under 
the supervision of a statutory body set up by 
Parliament.” 

The Royal Commission’s report naturally 
stirred up much opposition. The Sporting Life 
(London) commented: “Divested of all the in- 
troductory and explanatory statements, the 
reasons for this recommendation may be boiled 
down to this: The Totalisator is so popular that 
it should be abolished. 

“That is not doing an injustice to the Com- 
mission. There is evidently a fear that machine 


betting may become too popular, but that is not 


sufficient reason for abolishing the Tote... . 

“It is an exceedingly dangerous thing for a 
democratic Government to deny to one class of 
the community what it freely offers to another 
class. 

“The average working man will ask why it is 
correct and proper to bet on the Totalisator at 
Ascot and illegal to do so at the White City, 
Wembley, or any other dog racing track.” 

Enforcement of the law under the commission’s 
interpretation was soon begun. Police raided 
the Welsh White City and Cardiff Arms Park 
dog tracks and arrested totalisator officials. 

The Greyhound Racing Totalisator Control 
board suggested: 

“In view of the advice received that Totalisa- 
tors operating without profit are legal, this Board 
is of opinion that Totalisators may well be tem- 
porarily operated on this basis in order to keep 
in employment the considerable number of 
persons engaged therein.” 
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TROUBLE MAKER’S BEGINNING. 


Mrs. Thomas H. Somerville’s Trouble Maker, 
sent to England for the Grand National Steeple- 
chase, made his first start of the season there 
in the Stayers’ Handicap Steeplechase, three 
miles, at Birmingham Monday, January 16. 
Quoted at 20 to 1 and ridden by the American 
Noel Laing, Trouble Maker tailed off and finished 
last in a field of six, the winner being Liverton 
Lodge, a 10-year-old mare which was favorite. 
The correspondent of The Sporting Life (Lon- 
don) wrote: 

“Some who looked at Trouble Maker in the pad- 
dock were not impressed with his make and 
shape, being of the opinion that he lacks quality, 
but all were agreed that he is a big, strong 
horse with plenty of dash and well able to carry 
any weight. 

“He looked well in himself, but might be styled 
as a top-class hunter in appearance. 

“Although he finished tailed off, it would be 
unwise to regard the gelding as a negligible 
quantity for the Grand National. 

“He is just the type for Aintree. He is a first- 
class jumper, giving a faultless exhibition 
througho’'t the three miles, and he stays well. 

“Speed which he appears to lack, is not the 
all-imporiani factor at Aintree, and Trouble 
Maker seems the sort to safely negotiate the 
Liverpool country. It will be interesting to 
watch the progress of this American gelding.” 


IRELAND’S WORRIES. 


Irish horses imported into England have a 40 
per cent ad valorem tax levied on them. English 
breeders sent a delegation to the Secretary for 
the Dominions to urge that foals born in Ireland 
from mares sent from England to visit Irish 
stallions should not be subject to the tax upon 
being brought to England. The secretary, J. H. 
Thomas, feared “that it is not possible for me 
to accede to your request for modification of 
the regulations governing the entrance of mares 
-with foal at foot which return to this country 
from the Irish Free State.” 

About the same time in France, the Syndicate 
of Breeders for Sale, alarmed at the possibility 
of a big shipment of Irish yearlings being sent 
over for the auctions at Deauville in August, 
passed a resolution that, with the exception of 
one or two big races, all horses bred outside of 
France should be debarred from running on the 
country’s tracks. 


G. H. BOSTWICK’S WIN. 

G. H. (Pete) Bostwick, American amateur 
rider now in England, had his first winner of the 
National Hunt season there this winter when he 
rode his own Jukwa, a 5-year-old gelding by 
Milesius, to victory in the Royal Handicap Hurdle 
Race at Windsor Friday, January 13. 


DEATH OF CAPTAIN SASSOON. 


Capt. R. E. Sassoon, one of the most fearless 
of English amateur riders, died on the night of 
Monday, January 16, from injuries received when 
his own horse, Clear Note, fell with him in a 
steeplechase at Lingfield January 12. 


KENTUCKY DERBY CLOSED. 

Kentucky Derby entries closed Wednesday, 
February 1.

OLDEST STALLION DIES. 

Kenilworth, known for several years as Ameri- 
ca’s oldest Thoroughbred stallion, died December 
16, 1932, in his stall at the ranch of his owner, 
L. M. Bugeia, at Novato, Marin County, Calif. 
A ruptured artery was responsible for the death, 
Mr. Bugeia stated in a letter to Neil Newman 
of The Morning Telegraph (New York). 

Foaled February 8, 1898, Kenilworth was 34 
years old at the time of his deathe Record is 
made of only one American Thoroughbred that 
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lived longer, i. e., Young Langford, which was 
foaled in 1840 and died at the age of 35. *Janus 
is reported to have died at the age of 34. Ameri- 
can Eclipse died in Kentucky at the age of 33, 
and is credited with having got foals the last 
year he lived. 

Kenilworth, bred by James B. Haggin at the 
Rancho del Paso in California, was a son of *Sir 
Modred—Queen Bess, by Marden. He raced at 
two, three, four, five, six and seven, winning 
more than 50 races, and then came back at 10 
to run five times without winning. As a stallion 
his career was distinguished by its length rather 
than by its successes.
